South Bay Adopts $78,785 Budget; 
Revaluation Nets Little Tax Raises 


South Bay councilmen have 
agreed on a balanced budget 
at $78,785.13 for fiscal 1959-60, 
according to City Manager Gene 
Caruthers, Expenditures for the 
coming: year more are much 
higher than anticipated re- 
venues; however surpluses from 
previous years have enabled the 
councilmen to work out a bud- 
get which will balance: 

With property taxes ona 
100% basis and a four mill rate 
in force, revenues from this 
source were only slightly high- 
er than last year. Biggest drop 
in anticipated revenues is in 
the fines and forfeitures from 
the police department. 

Councilmen dropped their 
estimate from $25,000 to $15, 
500. The $9,500 drop means, 
Caruthers said, that the coun- 
cilmen are out to life the "speed 
trap" accusations leveled against 
South Bay for many years since 
the revenue had been a healthy 
chunk of the total. 

Real property tax anticipat- 
ed is $8,913.40; personal pro- 
perty expected is $1,775.96. The 
$10,689.36 total is $8,544.05 
more than last year. Total ant- 
icipated revenue from the gen- 
eral fund is $66,207.72, bal- 
ance from previous year is $6, 
711.12 and reimbursement due 
from the water fund amounts to 
$5,800 which makes the total 
of $78,785.13.
